The Spanish rebellion, now approaching a national state of 


chaos, seemed near ils climax today.

Notes Sent to Federals and Rebels As Shots

GIBRALTAR, July 23.— (UP) — British authorities 


have warned Spanish warship* and airplanes, government 
and rebel, that Gibraltar batteries will fire on them if 
Gibraltar is again the scene of action in their fight. 


The warning, it was officially announced is that tfaflr 


formidable Gibraltar batteries, which have made this th* 
world's most famous fortress for a century, will fire oa the 
warships if they fire over Gibraltar and will fire on air- 
planes if they fly over it. 


The military secretary of the fortress, it was a»* 


nounced, visited the Spanish loyalist admiral of the Flag* 
ship Libertad and warned him personally. He showed the 
admiral pieces of shrapnel which flew into Gibraltar 
terday and jlast night.

Franco,, rebel commander in chief, that his bombing- air* 
planes would be fired on if they again violated the fort** 
territory.

WASHINGTON, July 23— (UP) 


_ A thorough examination of the 
treatment methods used by the 
Boys' Industrial School at Lan- 
caster in unsuccessful attempts to 
rehabilitate delinquent boys was 
suggested today in a report of the 
Children's Bureau of the United 
States Department of Labor. 


Pointing out that about 35 per 


cent of boys had failed to make 
the hoped-for adjustment to com- 
munity life following their release 
and that another 30 per cent of the 
cases were of "doubtful" success 
the Bureau stated that "this Is not 
a record with which any institu- 
tion could be satisfied." 


„ 
Completed Periods 


The Bureau recently completed 


a study of five industrial and cor 
rectym schools for boys. Of thi 
751 cases studied, 150 of them 
were taken from the Lancaste 
files. All of- the boys studied had 
completed training periods of fiv 
or more years. 


Among recommendations mad 


following the study were: 1. A 
complete reversal of the 
preva- 


lent policy of attempting to force 
all boys through the same educa- 
tion process. 
2. Development of 


good vocational and trade school- 
ing. 
In this connection, the Bur- 


eau stated only 15 per cent of the 
boys released on first parole had 
found jobs which kept them satis- 
fied and prevented a return to 
crime. 
3. 
Greater emphasis on 


recreational programs- 
4. Proper 


placement 
and 
supervision 
fol- 


lowing the boys' return to private 
life. 


The Bureau found little evidence 


.that a study of the boys' home en- 
vironment and background was 
made by institution authorities. 


It also was found 
that more 


than half the boys released from 
the Lancaster school found their 
way back into the courts subse- 
quent parole and again were con- 
victed of some crime. 


The study revealed that boys 


with social affiliations in churches, 
clubs and fraternal groups were 
in a larger proportion successfully 
adjusted to community life on re- 
lease than those with no organized 
form of contact or recreation.

WASHINGTON—During his bare 22 


years, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., has 


succeeded in winning more notoriety than 
any other younger member of the family 
—but he has had an awfully good time do- 
ing it. 


Like all the Roosevelts, he is an indivi- 


dualist. Except that his individualism, per- 
haps because there are so many other 
Roosevelts crowding the headlines, 
has 


taken weird and exotic forms. 


For a boy of his age he has not done 


badly at keeping alive the presidential 
name, his chief contribution being to have 
it scrawled across the police blotters in 
some New England and the Middle Atlan- 
tic States. 


Franklin is a very personable young 


man, with plenty of charm, a contagious 
sense of humor, and an inordinate capacity 
for doing the wrong thing at the wrong mo- 
ment.

However, most of Harvard, where he is 


now about to enter his Senior year, has had 
little opportunity to bask in the radiance of 
his personality. For, after two years of 
dormitory life, Franklin has retired from 
the mundane world to live in a private 
house, surrounded by sons

Liberty 


Leaguers and others who demand the 
downfall of his father's Administration. 


This is the gilt-edged snobbishness 


against which the Harvard Crimson rants 
as being disrupting to the Harvard House 
cross-section plan (established by Hark- 
ness money), whereby the Groton 
boys 


with a broad A and their own roadsters are 
mixed with run-of-the-coop high school 
grads. 


Young Franklin, nevertheless, hied him- 


self away from all this democracy to a 
Gold Coast dwelling at 22 Plympton Street.

normal emotional stat» exists is not 
«asy to explain on any 
scientific 


basis. The problem, first, Implies a. 


knowledge 
of

with 
different 


people and dif- 
ferent circum- 
stances, or even 
under the same 
c 1 rcumstances. 


For practical 


purposes. 
the 


average person 
will understand 
w h a t 
consti- 


tutes the nor- 
mal pattern of 
conduct or re- 


action to a given stimulus. It is well 
known that the average thing which 
makes people laugh should not make 
them cry. Furthermore, an ordinary 
trivial annoyance, such as might oc- 
cur to anyone several times a day, 
Is treated as such and soon forgot- 
ten, while an extremely nervous or 
emotional person may, and 
often 


does, dwell unduly upon it and worry 
about it for days. 


Oftentimes nervous people become 


extremely agitated over the simple 
mlnutae of everyday life, and be- 
come incapable of performing their 
usual duties without suffering ex- 
treme 
fatigue. 
When 
something 


really serious happens, this same 
person may become calm and capable 
and able to endure the 
greatest 


shocks or hardships. Apparently the 
shock of the Important event or 
tragedy causes them to temporarily 
subdue the impulses emanating from 
the emotional centers, and substitute 


cold reason or lojie to aarry 
through the ordeal. 


Frequently th« reaction 


them to th« verge of a major attack1 
of "nerves" or "nervous breakdown"*' 
so that life becomes a serlea of Irri- 
tating, dramatic or tragic «xp*rt« 
ences. Rarely ar« they able to b*. 
come placid and relaxed. Pessimism 
IB the keyword of their existenc*;] 
the feeling la constantly present that 
something; unpleasant la sur« to hap- 
pen. 


If. for a time, life flowa on un- 


eventfully, as It so often does, thta 
is a justifiable cause for unhapplnesa 
and worry, because It is not good «« 
people to become too happy. 


If there la no particular personal 


matter to worry about, this typ« «f 
person casts an anxious eye about 
his list of friends and acquaintance*, 
and can always find plenty to becom* 
concerned about In a dozen places. 


This type of person one* inspired 


a wit to remark, "Poor old lady 
Smith, she lived to th« ripe old ag« 
of 83 before passing to her reward;! 
she had a great deal of trouble all 
her life, moat of which never hap- 
pened." 


Just why some persons live largely 


upon emotional impulses and suite* 
from mental agitation or nervousoeM 
is a very complicated and only par- 
tially 
understood matter. Certain 


schools of thought believ* in th« 
Freudian theory of Juvenile repres- 
sions and inhibitions of fantastic and 
often revolting nature, but a nor* 
practical and sane theory or explana- 
tion rests upon the question of In- 
heritance, or acquired characteristics' 
peculiar to certain families.
